ation Convention to be held in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, October 


2--5, 1940. 

Membership of the Southwestern . 
Association is composed of all paid-up members of 
the state associations of Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Arizona and New Mexico. All librarians 
are urged to come, and it is hoped that the at- 
tendance will exceed the 400 who attended the 
Biennial Convention in Oklahoma City in 1938. 

Miss Culver will speak on county and regional 
library development, and give recommendations for 
future work. As executive secretary of the 
Louisiana Library Commission,she has been an active 
and enthusiastic leader in providing scoquatg 
library facilities in rural areas. 

Paul Horgan, well known writer and librarian of 
the New Mexico Military Institute, will talk on 
that famous old southwest chronicler, Josiah Gregg. 
He recently completed a book about this "Prairie 
Voyager," which will be published very soon. 

Captain Horgan won the Harper Prize-Novel contest 
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in 1933 with "Fault of Angels." Recent books in- 
clude "Far From Cibola,” "Habit of Empire," and 
"Figures in a Landscape.” 


"Philanthropy and the Libraries of the Southwest’ 


will be the subject of two speeches at the formal 


"Friends of Libraries" banquet, Friday evening. Dr 


William Carlson, Librarian of the University of 


Arizona, will present the subject from the viewpoint 
of a librarian. Mrs. Louis Holland Coe, only woman 


Senator in New Mexico, will discuss the subject as 
seen by a layman and legislator. 

Closer co-operation between libraries in the 
Southwest and in Latin American countries will be 
discussed by authorities in the field at a round- 
table meeting.

He has 
published’ books about Coronado, Don Juan de Onate, 
and other Spanish explorers and various -phases of 
New Mexico history. 

Hanial Long, poet and director of Writers’ 
Editions in Santa Fe, wil] talk on the history of 
printing, expecially in the Southwest. 

School librarians will be interested in Miss 
Jasmine Britton, director of the Library and 
Textbook section, Los Angeles Board of Education. 
She will speak on some phase of the organization 
and administration of school library service. 

Miss Britton is a recognized leader in this field. 

Other speakers of interest to childrens’ 
librarians are Mrs. Elizabeth B. Hamilton, head of 
the childrens’ book department of Harcourt Brace; 
and Elizabeth DeHuff, lecturer and writer of such 


childrens* books as "Taytay’s Tales", "Five Little 


Katchinas" and “Hoppity Bunny's Hop".

generations. An Indian dance will be a feature of 
this luncheon. 

Witter Bynner and Fra Angelico Chaves will be on 
the poetry program at the high tea, Thursday after- 
noon. Witter Bynner is a poet and lecturer of 
national importance who has studied Chinese and 
American-Indian art and poetry. His home in Santa 
Fe is a museum of Chinese carving in wood and jade, 
long scrolls of Chinese paintings, together with 
Indian jars, Mexican serapes and Navajo rugs: 

Fra Angelico Chaves is a young Spanish-American 
priest from Pena Blanca, who is winning a reputatim 
as a writer and poet. Recently published was “New 
Mexico Triptych", which shows the Nativity, Cruci- 
fixion and Madonna, as seen through the simple faith 
of the early southwest Spanish-Americans. 

Picturesque old Santa Fe will be visited on 
Saturday, October 5th. The morning will be devoted 
to a tour of the Palace of the Governors, the Art 
Museum, St. Francis Cathedral--begun in 1869 by 
Willa Cather's, "Bishop Latour," the Laboratory of 
Anthropology and other points of interest.

AMERICAN LIBRARY “ASSOCIATION CONVENTION 





Some high lights of the sixty- 
second conference of the 
American Library Association held 
May 26 to June 1, at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, at the Netherlands Plaza 
Hotel. 
About 3,500 librarians from all parts 
of the United States and Canada attended 
the meetings. Miss Essae Martha Culver, executive 
secretary, State Library Commission of Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, took office as president for the coming 
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year. 

Many phases of library work were stressed in- | 
Cluding: Adult Education, Business Technology, 
College and Reference Libraries, Co-operative 
Cataloging, County Libraries, Hospital Libraries, 
American Library Association co-operation with 
Latin America, Religious Books, Young People's 
Reading, and work with the blind. 

Material relating to the United States Office 
of Education and the library section of the Works 
Progress Administration was displayed in prominen 
places. At the Agricultural Library section, 
plant quarantine problems and many others of 
importance were discussed. 

The progress report and an appraisal of 
historical surveys were given. Also, a plan for 
the completion of inventories of local Archives. 

Mr. Edward A. Chapman, director library section 
of the Works Progress Administration, Washington, | 
D. C., was chairman of the Works Progress Adminis: 
tration library project Supervisor's meeting. 

The subject discussed at the Young People's 
Reading Round Table was "Our Special Opportunitie: 
for Service to the States’ Future Citizens." 

Several interesting meetings on library 
planning and architecture were attended by many 
librarians who were planning new buildings. Help 
Was given on many subjects; such as, heating, 
cooling, and the termite problem, as well as many | 
other important matters. Several prominent archi- 
tects gave unselfishly of their time during the 
session, offering criticisms of the plans that the 
librarians submitted. 

Archibald MacLeish, Librarian of Congress, gave 
the outstanding address of the general session. 

His subject was "Reading and Democracy". 

Allen Lomax, Library of Congress, and author, 
gave a talk entitled, "This Singing Country." 
Other well-known authors present were: James 
Dougherty, winner of the John Newberry Medal; 





Ingri d'Aulaire, winner of the Caldecott Medal; 


and Louis Bromfield. 

Miss Jané Hudgins, Librarian of the Phoenix 
Public Library and Mr. William H. Carlson, Librariz 
of the University of Arizona at Tucson, attended.

The building is now mortgage 
free, insured, has a new roof, modern heating and 
the interior is in excellent condition. The most 
important accomplishment, however, is that the 
library has become an important factor in the life 
of the community.

A room 
for the intermediate group known as the "Youth Room!

Book Review 

"Carlos and His Friends" is a descriptive book 
in poetry and prose about Carlos, the Centipede, 
and other desert animals and insects, some of whom 
any observant Arizonan with a piqued curiosity 
will see while on a picnic, others when he returns 
home. Second and third graders will want to read 
this before venturing on their own into desert 
places. They will know "I bite with two little 
fangs that are hidden in the top of my head"; 
"When you scare me or come too close to me, I will 
spray you with a bad smelling water"; "I can 
sting you, so do not catch me in your hand"; "You 
may call me Winnie, I am a wasp"; “When I bite 
someone my jaws lock, and it is very hard to get 
them open. I am Henry. I am a Gila Monster." 

The author portrays not only in terms of color, 
number of wings, legs, feelers, diet, livelihood 
habits, but catches the amusing side of animal 
life as well. 

"When you’re sleeping in your bed, 
I come buzzing overhead. 
First, I fly by once or twice, 
Picking out a spot that's nice. 
If you move and hit the air, 
Then I know you know I’m there" 
Or, the philosophical side: 
"I scamper up a wall or tree, 
And why I'm there is plain to see. 
Perhaps a little bug or fly, 
Somewhere about is soon to die. 
I hate to kill but you all know, 
If I don't eat, I too shall go." 
The short descriptions have an interesting array 


of headings: “Louis, the Lizard," "Chico, the 
Chipmonk,” “Billy, the Beetle," “Andy, the Ant," 
"Winnie, the Wasp." Miss Barber might have 


children’s interest and curiosity to read; "I like 
to hide in the daytime and come out at night. I 
have six legs and two feelers. Sometimes I have 
wings. I like to eat food that I find in your 
kitchen. I can run very fast. When I am a baby

The Department of Library and Archives welcomes 
your publicatior as an appropriate medium of inter- 
library communication. May we not, through it, in- 
vite the librariars of Arizona,and elsewhere, to 
acquaint themselves with our Department, which 
until 1937 was known as the State Library. It is 
still the state library, but with the assumption of: 
more and broader responsibilities, a more ex- 
pressive title was deemed fitting. 

The Department of Library and Archives consists 
of three major divisions: the State Legislative 
Bureau, the Library Division and the Division of 
Arizona History and Archives. The State Legis- 
lative Bureau is the legislature's workshop. It 
does legislative research, prepares briefs on 
legislative subjects, and drsfts bills. The 
Library Division contains such special collections 
as law, political science, socidlogy, economics, 
United States hisotry and biography, federal docu- 
ments, geology, genealogy,and general reference. 
The Division of Arizona History and Archives is 
what its name suggests. ts collection of Arizona 
historical material is perhaps the most complete 
one to be found, and the Division performs all of 
duties heretofore imposed upon the office of Ari- 
zona Historian, which were taken over by authority 
of an act of the 1939 Legislature. 

We shall be happy indeed to further explain the 
, functions and responsibilities of our 
ment to visiting librarians.
